Don't Wait Until You Are 
Angry to Spank a Youngster 


lf CAMT CHV! UMI MYtffS, hi J .

Urn "horrible ex­ 
ample*" like myself, writer* and 
teachers who have been counsel­ 
ing parent* during the past quar­ 
ter of a century have been ao 
committed to the doctrine that 
physical punishment, even of the 
tot from two to four, must never 
be approved, that they have not 
dared to deviate from this doc­ 
trine for fear of social or profes- 
atonal ostracism. 
Some practical parents have 
a nasty way of asking some of 
these never-spankera embarrass­ 
ing questions, lf allowed to ques­ 
tion them at public meeting*. But 
as a rule, the experts wriggle out 
of the hole in one way or another. 
Yet some of them, I feel pretty 
sure, have borne keen Inner pain 
from conflict* over the matter. 
Recent Yearn 
However, in rather recent years 
a most amating recipe has been 
concocted, which teems to afford 
a glorious escape for tome of 
these sufferers when in such a 
painful predicament. They hate 
heard from a few other experts 
with good broadcasting talents 
that no person, including par­ 
ents, should let anger etay pent 
up lest it burst out with destruc­ 
tion or slowly percolate into de­ 
vious ways for doing harm. 
According to this recipe, when 
you get angry enough at your 
child, let the bomb burst, whack 
him. Thus let him know you are 
human. Be sure never to spank 
him deliberately with a purpose 
to restrain him but only when he 
vexes you enough. And yet. as 
anybody knows, a parent who 
would never deliberately spank a 
child for a purpose but would 
and with approval of the expert— 
strike this child when so vexed 
aa to have lost self-control la 
pretty dangerous. How much saf­ 
er than a brute is this parent? At 
•ach a time, moreover, the child 


has been so wrought up emotion­ 
ally as to be ready to flght back. 
He hardly would be ready to prof­ 
it from the Inflicted pain. 
R eason Clearly 
I've been looking and listening 
for details in this "marvelous re­ 
cipe" for helping an enraged par­ 
ent to know when to set oft the 
bomb, when to whack the young­ 
ster. How mad must a mother be 
before she whacks? B eing so mad, 
how is she able to reason clarty 
when the approved time has a r­ 
rived? 
Yesterday I told you of the defi­ 
nition of a good family by Milton 
I. Levine. M. D, 
of Cornell Uni­ 
versity School of Medicine, at the 
recent convention of the National 
Council on Family Relations in 
New York City. It was a family in 
which the father and mother love 
each other and the child knows 
they do, and where the child feels 
he is loved and wanted He added 
that where such love abides a lit­ 
tle spanking Is Insignificant; that 
lf the tired mother at the end of 
the day feels vexed at the young­ 
ster and whacks him this would 
do no harm He did not Indicate 
the age of the child he had in 
mind and I had no opportunity to 
question him on this. But I just 
can’t Imagine any parent so low 
on the human scale as to whack 
a child six. three or two years old. 
and of all things, an infant five or 
ten months of age, just to let off 
her rage at him. Yet any mother, 
taking Dr. Levine at his word, 
might feel she would not need to 
worry at all about self-control In 
relation to her child. 
As I listened I kept wishing: 
l f only he would say that a ba 
of spanking of the baby as soon 
as he begins to creep und walk, 
with a definite purpose to teach 
him a few inhibitions, might be 
desirable, lf this child felt amply 
loved and felt sure his lather and 
mother loved each other."
